That your Majeſty would be pleaſed, from time to time, ont of your Princely Wiſ- 
dom, to give. ſuch further order and diretion to your Lord Lieutenant, or C hief 
Governour of lreland for the time being, as may beſt conduce to the encouragement 
of the Englith Flanters and Froteſtants Intere$t there, and the ſappreſſron of the 
inſolencics and diſorders of the Irilh Papiſts.
